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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS.

No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia during the 
year 1948. 


Most divisions of the State reported below average rainfall during the year 1948. The ex- 
ceptions were the De Grey, Fortescue, East Gascoyne, South-Eastern and North Eastern divi- 
sions. Falls were more than 30 per cent. below normal in the North and East Kimberley and 
in the Eucla Division and more than 25 per cent. below normal in the North coastal section of the 
South-Western Division. 


The season opened badly in the Southern areas of the wheat belt. In the Great Southern, 
in particular, drought conditions persisted until early in June, when fairly general rains were re- 
ceived. 


The rainfall in Perth for the year was 3,475 points, which was 31 points below average. 


The following is a more detailed description of the monthly weather experienced in the 
State :-— , 


January.—There was no tropical cyclone activity during the month and as a result rainfall 
in the Northen stations was well below average, only two stations in the tropics reporting more 
than an inch of rain. In the Southern divisions also, falls were generally below normal. 


February.—A series of moderate depressions in the first half of the month brought fairly 
general rains in the tropics. A cyclone was located off the North-West coast on the 18th and caused 
widespread heavy rains during the following week. Unsettled conditions extended to the Northern 
sub tropics and to the South-Eastern division, many stations received more than the average 
for the month, several places in the West Kimberley, De Grey and South-Eastern divisions re- 
cording more than ten inches. Falls in the South West division were generally below normal. 
The cyclone, by maintaining a flow of Northerly air across the Southern division, was responsible 
for heat wave conditions. On the 20th Guildford reported a maximum temperature of 112 degrees. 


March.—For a considerable portion of ‘the month, the circulation over the State was con- 
trolled by semi-permanent low pressure trough off the North West and West Coast. A cyclonic 
disturbance formed in this trough on the 8th and brought widespread rains to the tropics, the 
East Gascoyne and the South-Eastern divisions. Later in the month the low pressure trough ex- 
tended Southward along the coast to the lower South-West and caused general rains in the South- 
West division. Temperatures in the Southern divisions were generally high during the month 
due to the influence of the North-Easterly air flow. The average maximum for Perth was 88-0 de- 
grees compared with a normal maximum of 81-5 degrees. 


April_—The first of the winter depressions passed along the South coast on the 7th. It 
brought useful rains in the Southern coastal areas. On the 10th a tropical cyclone was located off 
the North-West coast. This cyclone moved Southward outside the coast and was responsible for 
rains in-the coastal areas of the tropics and throughout the sub-tropics. Falls for the month 
were for the most part above average, a notable exception being in the Great Southern where many 
stations recorded less than half the normal. 


May.—Rainfall was generally well below normal during the month. The high pressure belt 
was situated further South than usual, with the result that the Southern depressions were not 
influencing the weather in the Agricultural districts. Many stations in the wheat belt reported 
a complete absence of rain. 


June.—The position eased during the first week in June with the advent of a deep depression 
off the South-West Coast. On the 15th a second disturbance passed over the Southern districts, 
bringing widespread and useful rains and most places in the agricultural districts reported falls 
approximating to the average for the month and reports at this stage indicated that, despite the 
late start, a good season was expected. 


July.—A feature of the weather of the month was a cyclonic disturbance which passed near 
the South-West coast, and was so intense that it caused general rains as far North as the Fortescue. 
Onslow reported 338 points during the month, whereas the average is only 76 points. Figures 
from most Southern stations showed a surprising agreement with the July averages. 


August.—The month opened with optimistic reports from the farming community generally 
as the last few days of July had brought heavy general rains. Unsettled conditions with fairly 
good falls persisted through the first week of August. During the second week, the high pressure 
belt moved Southward, and the Southern half of the State was covered by a flow of tropical air, 
with correspondingly high temperatures. On the 10th, Perth recorded a maximum of 81 degrees. 
Another intense low pressure system passed clear to the South coast at the end of the month and 
caused fairly general rains in the agricultural areas. 
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September.—Except in the South-Eastern division the falls for September were generally 
above the normal for the month. Crop reports were satisfactory, but owing to the late start of the 
rains, water supplies were very short. Some places, particularly in the Great Southern, reported 
an all time low in supplies. 


October.—At the commencement of the month the crop reports showed that a bigger harvest 
than for 1947 was expected. Rainfall for the month was generally below normal. It was caused 
mainly by tropical depressions, which at this time of the year are seldom intense. This return to 
summer conditions was evident in temperature figures at the Northern stations, where many 
centuries were reported. 


November.—A severe storm swept through the Southern districts on the 14th. Its passage 
was marked by heavy rain and hail and accompanied by strong winds. Wheat crops were not 
seriously damaged, but several centres reported a delay in harvesting. Much hail damage was 
reported from market gardeners and orchardists. On the 23rd a severe storm struck the Morawa 
district and crop damage was reported, some paddocks being completely under water. The dam 
position was acute and by the end of the month 45 special trains were carting water to widely 
scattered centres. 


December.—The weather charts for the month showed for the most part a series of weak 
tropical troughs. Falls in the North and East Kimberleys were generally above normal, but else- 
where in the Tropics registrations were below average. Throughout the Southern divisions falls 
approximated to the normal for the month.
